His sentence will be promul- 
gated within a day or two. 
'There have been many 
conflicting 
rumors as to the part John MacNeil 
played in the recent Irish rebellion, 
one leport being that he disagreed- 
with the leaders at the last moment as 
to the 
advisability of the 
uprising, 
taking the view that defeat was inevit- 
able. 
His advice being discarded, he 
is credited with having issued a gen- 
eral warning to Sinn Feiners 
againnt 
participation in the revolt, following 
which, it was said, MacNeil and sever- 
al of his immediate adherents went in- 
to-seclusion outside of Dublin and took1 
no part in the actual rebellion. 
It is known that MacNeil disappear- 
ed on the day of the opening of the 
\ disturbances and another account of 
his activities just prior to this, cred- 
its him with having sent out a notice 
postponing indefinitely the parade of 
volunteers1 arranged for Easter Sun- 
day. His arrest was reported on May 
8, and it was announced from Dublin 
on May 16 that a court martial would 
shortly be called to try him. The an- 
nouncement said he would be allowed 
representation by counsel. An earlier 
dispatch had carried a verified report 
that he had been wounded during the 
fighting.

operations, is being circulated in the 
legislative body and has already ob- 
tained 150 signatures. It is not likely 
however, that the motion will be 
moved until Premier Briaud has again 
appeared before the army committee. 


Premier Briand and General Roques, 
the minister of war, appeared before 
the army committee 'Of the chamber 
of deputies on May 14, after a pro- 
found sensation had been caused in 
Paris by the publication in newspa- 
pers of a charge that a general of the 
French staff contemplated a retreat of 
the forces of the right bank of the 
Meuse. This charge was denied at the 
time bv an official statement that the 
chief command had never given any 
order for a retreat /any time during 
the battle of Verdun.

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LECTURE BY MRS. PANKHURST 


GIVEN AT BEL01T ON MAY 15 


A slender, delicate 
little woman, 
simply gowned in black, was intro- 
duced to the large audience gathered 
i nColIege chapel by 
Miss Anna 
Cooper, dean of the Women's hall.. 
She spoke of Mrs. Pankhurst as one 
who loved right and hated iniquity 
and could feei for the wrongs of everv 
woman and child who needed help. Mrs 
Pankhurst gave a brief history ofahe 
reason why the suffrage party in Eng- 
land, after working for thirty years 
to secure recognition, 
had adopted 
methods of militancy. .She said that 
in their campaigning no one was in- 
jured in body or mind except the 
women, and the 
government 
had 
come to the point where it seemed 
that they had either to give them 
political power or to kill them. 
At 
this time the war broke out and the 
speaker gave a vivid history of the 
events in France, where she hap- 
pened to be when the army of that 
country was mobilized and sent to the 
front. The woman suffrage workers 
immediately telegraphed a truce to 
the British government and set about 
iielping them in every way they could 
They liejd national service meetings 
.o aid enlistments, where they 
re- 
minded the men that it was now time 
to utilize their privilege of fighting of 
which they had aften boasted. 
But

The women have organized a hospital 
in London of 500 beds, where every 
one, even the orderlies and gate keep- 
ers, are women. A large number of 
women were put on 
the 
force 
as 
policemen and proved remarkably val- 
uable for that work.. Especially were 
they efficient around railroad stations 
terries, etc., where.the protection of 
women and children was to be consid- 
ered. Now the government was ask- 
ing for 400.000 women to carry on the 
agricultural work of the country, the 
same to be supervised by the students 
of the two agricultural colleges now 
open to women. These two schools 
were started in spite of the intense 
antagonism of the government, only 
a few years ago. The latest work of 
the women is in the line of munition 
making, for which great numbers of 
them have been utilized. They have 
been found to be as 'fully fit as men 
for this labor and -have raised the 
standard of a day's work fully one- 
third since thev entered the field. At 
the time of the'miners' strikes 
in 
South Wales the women organized a 
motor expedition and made a canvass 
of the little towns. Meetings 
were 
held where patriotic songs were sung 
and plaintalks were given to the men 
on their duty in this crisis. This was 
believed by many to have 
averted 
much greater trouble in this matter
